What is more common than to hear professors 
complain that they do not feel as they ought? 
They have not feeling enough. They would 
like to feel, but they cannot. Thev know that 
God requires something more of them on this

But how, it is asked, is this difficulty to be re- 
moved? How may Christians secure such feed. 
ing as is necessary to enjoy revival blessings?

modern Baxter very gravely assures us that he 
has given a literal translation of Mark vii: 4,| 
where he has merely changed the termination of | 
the two Greek words, baptisontai and baptizmous, 
and substituted English letters fur Greek. His! 
error must arise from ignorance or wilfulness, 
and does not deserve aserious consideration. Next 
comes his comment, which is more ludicrous, if 
possible, than his translation. He says ‘‘accord- 
ing to this Scripture, the Pharisees and all the 
Jews were baptized before eating a meal—any 
meal.” Mark says when they, (i.e. the Phari. 
sees and Jews,) come from the market, unless 
they bapltisonta?, eat not. Now either they must 
invariably come from the market, just before eat. 
ing every meal, or else they might have eaten 
some meals without being “baptized,” for they 
were only “baptized” before eating when they 
come from the market. Does Baxter think all 
the Jews went to the market three times every 
day? Mark says in the third verse, that the 
Pharisees and all the Jews unless they (nipson- 
tai,) washed their hands oft, or dilligently, eat 
not. This washing of hands took place before 
the partaking of any meal,but they were immers. 
ed, or they bathed themselves before eating, only 
when they come from the market, where they were 
liable to be defiled, as they considered by coming 
in contact with the Gentiles—this might not have 
been more than once a week, or once in two or 
three weeks. It certainly is more reasonable to 
suppose that they did not visit the market more 
than once a week, than that they visited it three 
times every day. 

We have the testimony of Jewish writers, who 
ought to know their own customs, that the Phari- 
sees considered themselves defiled if they came in 
contact with common people, and that they cauld | 
not be purified from this defilement unless by im- 
mersion. In Misna Chagi, chap, 2, sec. 7, it is 
said, ‘if the Pharisees touch but the garment of 
the common people, they ure defiled all one as if 
they had touched a profluvious person, and need- 
ed immersion.” 

Vatablus, Prof. of Hebrew in Paris, says in his 
remarks on Mark vii: 4, that “they bathed their 
whole persons.”

HAMBURG, SEPT. 23, 1840, 


Increase of the churches at Hamburg and Jever—

We have continued, since my last letter, to 
meet regularly for the worship of God and the 
observance of Christ’s ordinances, on the Lord’s 
dav: We have been compelled to assemble in 
small companies, except at my house, where | 
have generally had sixty or seventy hearers, 
Our members remain all faithful, and we have 
had since my release from prison, in all, sixteen 


/additions, and several hopeful persons now stand 


proposed tothe church. Our hearts and hands 
are thus still strengthened in the good work, and 


| we are amply compensated for the little unpleas- 


antness through which we have lately had to pass; 
My dear fellow laborers and the brethren gener- 
ally continue to be actively engaged in the spread

,and | doubt not thousands will have occasion to 


bless God in the day of judgaient, for this part of 
our work. Several of our brethren have beer 
out on itinerating tours into various parts of the 
country, and have been generally well received:

MAN KILLED By a BEAR.—A correspondent of the Boston 
Daily Mail, writing from St. Albans, Vt., gives the follow. | 
ing account of a remarkable occurrence in that Vicinity : 
“On Monday last, Mr. John C, Clark, and James Owen 
while chopping cord wood, about two miles from the cen. 
tre of this village, on what is called the old Hitchburn road, 
were suddenly attacked by four large bears, and melan. 
choly to relate, Mr. Owen was killed in the encounter by 
being squeezed to death by one of the bears. The bear 
approached him, and he raised his axe to strike him a blow, 
but the bear by a side movement with one of his paws, 
knocked it from his hand, and of coarse did not receive the 
blow. He then sprung upon Mr. O., and took him be. 
tween his fore paws, carrying him some distance, squeezing 
him so tight as to prevent him from usin his arms, and pre- 
cluding the possibility of an attempt to frighten the bear by 
his cries. The bear only dropped him on being found by 
his companion, whose cries, added to the swinging of his 
hat, frightened him. The bear made his escape. But two 
of the three others, while all this was going On, were kiiled 
by Mr. Clark, who says he was perfectly calm during the 
whole affair, and went about the work of slaughter as he 
would to aday’s work. The two which were killed were 
despatched by a blow upon the head. They will weigh 
when dressed, about four or five hundred pounds cach. 
What caused the bears to be so numerous and wild, is not 
known. They are frequently seen in this vicinity, but 
have never before been known to attack any body. They 
had probably been denned a long lime, and the weather be- 
ing warm for the season, came out in pursuit of something 


to eat.”

 BANCROFT’S HISTORY. 


Having already spoken largely in praise of this 
very able work, lest our critical acumen should 


be questioned we will suggest a subject for the re. 


consideration of the eloquent author, previous to 


the publication of another edition that will soon 
be demanded. We refer to the manner in which 
Mr. Bancroft has treated and disposed of the sub- 
ject of witchcraft andthe appalling transactions 
by which that sad delusion was marked in Salem 
in his nineteenth chapter. 

The author hassketched the scenes enacted du- 
ring that delusion, with eloquence and power, but 
it strikes us that he has indulged a feeling of un- 
charitableness, if not of hostility, toward the cler. 
gymen who, with others, were carried away by 
the delusion, which is exceptionable. Others 
than the clergy —laymen of equal talent and learn- 
ing with them, both in England and the colonies 
—were also victims of the tmpositions. But Mr. 
Bancroft would have it believed that these lay- 
men, from Sir William Phipps, the Governor down 
to the subordinate magistracy, were the dupes of 
the priesthood, and that the whole was a devicc 
of the latter to arrest the progress of free inquiry, 
and to increase their own civil and ecclesiastical 
power, 

Now, we are not prepared to assent to this the- 
ory of the out-break of the delusion, nor do we 
think the historian has sustained the proposition, 
not even in the case of the Rev. Mr. Pans, of Sa- 
lem Village, (now Danvers,) much less in the 
case of the Mathers, father and son—Increase 
and Cotton. In regard to the latter emi- 
nent, learned and pious divine, we do not ques- 
tion his honest belicf in every word he wrote up- 
on the subject. 

In the case of Mr. Paris, Mr. Bancroft attrib- 
utes a truly diabolical design—it being no less 
than the deliberate planning of the imposture of 
witchcraft, in Order that he might be enabled to 
wreak “terrible vengeance” upon certain perso- 
nal enemies in his congregation. If this charge 
be true, Mr. Paris was in fact guilty of the blood 
shed in all the judicial murders that followed, and 
his name deserves to be sent down to posterity, 
covered with decper infamy than that of any oth- 
er deceiver since the days of Judas Iscariot. 

After a rapid review of the prevalence and de. 
plorable results of the delusion in Salem and the 
neighboring towns, from its inception to its end, 
Mr. Bancroft remarks :—

cut, ifasmucl as the laborious Trumbull declares jeedote of a clergyman who said in the course of 
that, after diligent search, he was unable te find a sermon, “My dear hearers, unless you ‘sepeal 
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any authentic evidences of trials and executions 
for witchcraft in Connecticut. But in this opin- 
jon Bancroft and ‘Trumbull are both in error. In 
1691-92, the belief in witchcraft was as rife in 
Fairfield and New Haven counties as in Salem. 
There were trials and executions, moreover, 
and developements in testimony as curious and 
circumstantial as were ever elicited before Judge 
Sewall in Massachusetts, or before Lord Chief 
Justice Hale in England. The ancient manu- 
script records of New Haven are rich in histori- 
cal materials upon this subject, and in the secre- 
tary’s office at Hartford, a few of the records of 
the trials in Fairfield are yet extant, although 
many: valuable documents, which we examined in 
the archives of the Wyllys family, more than 
twenty years ago, have since been lost. 

There is one case in the New Haven records 
which is very curious. The body ofa poor wo- 
man, accused of witchcraft, tried and executed, 
was ordered to be examined by a jury of women, 
to find the *‘witch-mark”—the seal of the ‘“‘devil’s 
own.” One of the female jurors, a woman of 
sense, was an unbeliever in the whole matter.— 
On examining the body, this lady declared that 
“the poor woman was no more a witch than she 
was.” Fatal declaration! Her associate jurors 
discovered the hellish mark, and their unbeliev- 
ing associate was forthwith arrested asa witch 
herself, and was condemned upon what was held 
to be her own confession—her guilt being reason- 
ed out by means of the following process of chop- 
ping logic. Ist. She had declared that the wo. 
man whose body was examined was no more a 
witch than she herself. 2d. The other women- 
jurors discovered the witch-mark. 3d. The wo- 
man upon whose body the mark was found was 
a witch,of course. 4th. So also was her fellow. 
jurors, who had virtually confessed as much by 
the exclamation already cited. 

What an affeeting proof of the imbecility of the 
human mind, after all its boastings is supplied by 
facts like these! We trust Mr. Bancroft will 
look at the papers to which it was the chief de- 
sign of this article to direct his attention.—N. Y.

When he has 
performed this noble task he wonders that they 
are not converted.
